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TUESDAY
Dishonest Stock Brokerage.

The New York stock exchange some
time ago expelled a member whom its
committee had found guilty of dishon-
esty in .dulmp with one of his cuc-
tomers. The broker had been in the
habit of buying stock for his vwn ac-
count, when a large purchase of that
stock was ordered by the cuslomer,
before he began to fill his customer’s
order. Then he would begin buying for
him, and after his purchases had ad
vanced the stock be would unload on
his customer the stock he had purchased
at a lower price for his own account.
This was a sample of his mode of deal
ing ; and, of course, its gross dishon-
esty is unquestionable. So was
the evidence which proved it, the broker’s
own books showing the trausaction. The
broker appealed to the courts on techni-
cal grounds to be reinstated in the ex-
change, and has succeeded in temporanly
getting such an order. It is certaiuly
remarkable that 2 man of demonstrated
dishonesty can thus raise the arm of the
law to detend himself from the effort of
his indignant associates to rid themselves
of him. Itis a very brazen thing for a
thief to go to the law and demand that
it shall protect him from the proper con-
sequences of his criminality. But what
is to be'said of the law that gives him
its aid in his effort ?

It is true that the New York stock
exchange has not gone far enough in its
issue to puuish the man it condemns. IL
should not be content with expelling
him. Itshould make complainl against
him for his dishonesty and secure his
indictment and conviction. It should
see to it that the proper punishment of
the law is invoked upon the crime it has
condewned. It can thus vindicate the
law, punish the criminal and relieve itself
from the presence of an unworthy meni-
ber. But though it does not do all thal it
might do and stops in its vindication of
justice when it has expelled the offender
from its membership, the law should not
stop it in the very proper effort it
makes to purily its membership and
keep its reputation staunless.

All
that is wanted is to have the appointing
oflicers inspired by proper motives in
doing their duty and possessed of the
inteliigence and moral stamina needed
to make them ; good molives bring forth
good fruit. The president sets the ex
ample to Lis department heads. 1le
appoints good men. If his subordinites
follow his exwmple the civil service com-
mission wil! not be needed. If they do
not so incliue, the civil service commis-
sion will be ineffective. 1t is of mno
consequence, any way.

THERE has been somewhat of a
tempest in a teapot in TPhiladelphia
journalism over the charge of the Pirss
that a cable letter, cfaimed as the exclu-
sive property of its Sunday edition, has
been twice surreptitiously obtained and
published in the Times. The charge
that it was stolen and that the Times
knowingly received the stolen goods bas
been made with such directness, and the
assertion of the Tiues that the letter
was in the market, the property of any
paper which choose to buy it, has been
repeated with such emphasis as to
cause some wonderment on the
part of those who have observed
the courtesy recently prevailing be.
tween the Philadelphia newspapers. The
mystery 1s fully explained to-day by the
publication in the Press and Téincs of
letters from the men who make these
cable letters. While oneC. A. O'Rourke,
who claims these cables as his, writes
the Press that no one except himself had
nor could have had authority to furnish
this cable dispatch to any paperin Phila-
delphia, and his relations were with the
Press only, another,F. X. Schoonmaker,
who styles himself manager of the Cable
News association relieves the Times by
giving it a certificate that the letters
were freely for sale to all comers, and
writes the Press that, in Mr. O'Tourke’s
absence and in the absence of any notice
from him of a sale of the cable letter to
the #'ress, he delivered itto the Tines;
both papers, therefore, got the letter in
good faith ; the hard names that the
Press has been calling the Times
must be withdrawn or have a DPick-
wickian construoction put upon them.
It looks very much as if the
managers of the Cable News asso-
ciation have been playing a sharp
trick on the great Sunday papers of
Philadelphia, one wicked partner on the
streets of D’hiladelphia selling them
* exclusively’ to the I’ress, while the
other wicked partner was selling them
over the counter in New York to the
Times. The transaction ought to sug.
gest to the newspapers which were fooled
the necessity of getting exclusive cable
letters through some more exclusive and
less leaky Agency, while to their readers
the wonder will be occasioned whether
news thus traded in may not be af sus-
picious compounding.

Heavy Losses by Fire.

The summer residence of Fairman

Rogers, at Ochre Point, Newport, was
Monday morning destroyed by a fire
originating from a defective register. The
loss is estimated at over £40,000. About

‘THE INDIAN QUEEN.
mﬂ'l‘“m TEE NLACK BRORSE,

History ol an Uld Hostelry—Licensed I8

1377—Its Suceession of Landiurds—
Early Keevilections,
The old Indian Queen hotel, on East
King street, just above Church, has at
last been leveled with the ground aud the
site, and svme adjoiving ones, on which
old-time buildings are standing, will soon
be occupied with a large new market
house, to be erected by the Eastern
Market company. The Iudian Queen was
one of the oldest hotels in Lamecaster,
having beeun built betore the Revolation.
ary war.

From an examination of the records in
the county offices it appears the lot of
ground on which it stood was purchased
from Jeomes Hamilten by Adam Simon
Kuhn on the st of September, 1760, The
stone building was probably erected by
Mr. Kubn and occupied by him as resi-
dence ; us the records show that Simon
Kuhn, et al., sold the property including
the *‘ messnage,”” to Michael Lightoer,
Nov. 19, 1778. The records of the court
show that Michael Lightoer was a licoused
tavern keeper in 1777, e probably ce-
cupied the premises as a tenant and
bought the property the year following.

On the 3d of January, 1785, the property
was purchased from Michael Lightver by
Gottlieb Eberman, watchmaker. At the
timo the deed was made Lightuer’s wifo
was absent, whereupon Michaol and John
Lizhtoer bound themselves in the sum of
$400 to protect the purchaser and to se-
cure tho wife's signaturs  within six
months.

During Gottlicb Eberman’s ownership
the property fell iuto the hands of the
sheriff, John Miller, who sold it at sheriff's
sale to Michael Barugis, giving him a deed
for it dated September 4, 1787. Bartgis
was an old tavern keeper, and we find that
he owned property on South Queen street
near Centre Square, where he kept tavern
as early as 1773, and for many years after-
wards. Ou purchasing the Indian (Queen
he remnved thither and kept tho place as
a taverno, until ithe time of his death. His
wife Catherine succeeded him and kept
the place until 1798. On the 17th of March
of that year she offered for sale ** that
poted tavern, and the other large stone
house adjoining. situated in King streetat
the cornerof Middle street, or the begin
niog of Adamstown.”

A Hall Uentury Ago.

Jolin Wein was the purchaser aud the
property remained in the possession of his
family until December 15, 1834, when his
administrators, George Musser et al., sold
it to George Musser, who on the 23th of
the samo month deeded it to Dr. Samusl
Humes.

Dr. ITumes owned tho property at the
time of his death, whicbh, we believe, ovc-
curred in 1851. His executor, Dr. Carpeuter,
sold the property to Dr, John Levergood
and executed him a deed ior it on the 1st
of April, 186L. On the Lith of Oetober,
1865, Dr. Carpeuter purchased the prop-
erty from Dr, Levergood and it remained
in his possession until a few weeks ago,
when it was sold to the Eastern Market
contpany.

The Iwmdian Queen, probably built by
Adam Simon Kuhn shortly after ho par
chased the lot from Hamilton, in 1760,
was a substantial stone structure two
stories high, execlusive of agood basement
and a finished attic. There is a tradition
that during a visit made by Gen. Wash-
ington to Lancaster long before he was
president of the United States, ho stopped
at the Indian Queen and occupied the most
casterly of the second-story frout rooms.

The Uldest Tubavitant’'s Kecolleciious.

A reporter of the INTELLIGENCER has
taken oceasion to interview a number of
the oldest inhabitauts, with a view of
getting some [acts concerning the charac-
ter of the men who kept the hotel. One
old fellow says he can remember it for TO
years, lle had beard it said that in its
early days it was a rather ““tony 7’ house,
but within his recollection it was rather a
common sort ol a place ; wus a headqguar
ters for people who were a little ** fast,”?
who had plenty of money and spent il
liberally for wine, cards, dances, &c. The
large room on the secund floor was a noted
ball rovm, in which almost all the fast
young men ot half a eentury sgo bhad at
one time or another danced hoedowns,
straight fours, and Virginia reels to the
music of a fiddle or two, in the hands of
Lancaster’s famous fiddlers,

Nobody ngw living remembers anything
about Michael Lightner, Gottlieb Eber-
man, DMichael DBartgis, or his wife, Cath-
arine; but some of the oll citizens can
remember John and Peter Wien and Jacob
Foruey, who were owners or keepers of
the hotel, and who were relatives of the
late Col. Forney. formerly editor of the
INTELLIGENCER, Pressand Progress.

It was subsequontly kept by a man
named Lovett, by George Kitch, Samael
Harman, George Groff, John Fries, George
Pries and others. George Pries, who now
lives in Conestoga Centre, was the last
licensed landlord. [fe left the hotel about
1860, Duriog the war the place was kept
as a reerniting rendezvous and barracks,
and subsequently was let to lenants, gen—
erally of the poorer ciass. .

There is now nothing left of 1t but a
fow piles of stove and lumber, but from
its ashes will soon arise a beautiful and
capacious market house, from whose stalls
the rapidly increasing population of the
east end may spend their money for more
necessary and substantial, if less exhiiera-
ting, luxuries than were wont to te found
at the bar of the Indian Queen.

THE EMEKALD mINE,

Lucky Lancaster Men In Ceolurade.

The Silverton Deniocrat, published at
Silverton, Colorado, contains the follow-
ing editorial in reference to the Emerald
mine, of which N. E. Slaymaker and G.
D. Slaymaker, lato of Lancaster county,
are owners : ;

“The Emerald nine, situated on Anvil
mountain, about ove-half mile from town,
has lately coma to the front as a paying
property. We learn from Mr. Gecrge
Robin, who together with his brother
Robert, is workicg the Emerald, as les-
sees , that the mine was discovered in
1876, by himsed and Chas, Cogaun,
and a third interest was sold to N. E.
Slaymaker. Work was begun and has
since been prosecuted as steadily as cir-
cumstances would permit, Prior to the
advent of the railroad, but little ore was
found that would bear the expense en-
tailed by packing and wagon transporta-
tion. The workings consist of a crosscut
tunnel of 60 feet to cut the vein, a drift of
70 feet, and a shaft of some 30 feet.
Stoping out has been begun and the
lessees have about 20 tons of ore ready for
shipment. The slope contains at last 100
tons of ore which can be taken out at
slight cxpense and i8 expected to
yleil a bandsome profit on the entire
cost of development. The vein averages
twelve inches in width, and the ore runs
from 75 to 100 ounces in silver and from
eight to ten dollars in We believe
the Emerald will ultimately rauk among
the leading ore-producing mines of this
section, and parties who contemplato
mining investment in the vicinity of
Silverton would do well to carefully ex-
amice the position the Emerald is justly
entitled to bold as one of the representa-
tive true fissure veins of the San Juan.”
We learn that the Messrs. Slaymaker
now own the entire mine, having recently
purchased the shares held by other parties
—N. E. Slaymaker being the owner of
two-fifths and G. D. Blaymaker three-
fifths of the mine.
